1140 Students in County Trans- 
ported to School in Busses; 
Some Ride 70 Miles 





There are more than 50,000 high 
school pupils in the state of Cai- 
fornia transported to school each 
school day of the year. 

The motor bus is the most pdpu- 
Jar method of transportation, al- 
though electric lines and steam 


trains are also used. The distance 


the children travel daily ranges all 
the way from 8 miles in San Fran- 
cisco to 80 miles in Mariposa 
county. 

In San Bernardino county, ac- 
cording to figures compiled by 
Vierling Kersey, director of pub- 
lic instruction, a total of 1,140 
pupils were transported each day 
last year. The greatest distance 
any pupil was carried daily in this 
county was 70 miles. 


“The majority of districts own 
their own busses, the total invest- 
ment for the 58 counties being 
approximately 112 million dollars,” 
said Kersey. ‘The typical school 
bus in California carries an aver- 
age load of 30 pupils. It has a 
seating capacity of 33 pupils, its 
original purchase price was $3,378, 
and it is planned to serve for a 
period of 8 years.” 


Drivers are selected for qualities 
of care and dependability. Because 
of the large number of school bus 
tragedies throughout the United 
States in the last two years, no 
ariver is accepted whose ability 
has not been proved. 

“The average cost per student 
per year is $41.35 or 23 cents per 
day,” Kersey added. ‘The aver- 
age cost per bus mile has been 
estimated at 22 cents. As com- 


_ pared with other states, the cost 


per pupil is relatively high and the 
cost per mile is low. This is ex- 
plained by the fact that children 
are usually transported longer dis- 
tances in California than else- 
where.” 

Los Angeles transports the larg- 
est number of pupils by motor bus, 
or 20,356 per day. Fresno county 
is next, with 1,877 pupils daily, 
and Sonoma county third, with 
1,534. 


LICENSE PLATE 
FASHIONS VARY 


Thirty-five States See Advant- 
age in Retaining Same 
Shades 


California is one of 35 
changing the color combination on 
their 1931 automobile license 
plates. Every color of the rain- 
pow will be worn by automobiles 
next year, and 26 different com- 
binations have been adopted by the 
states. 


Eleven states, including Cali- 
fornia, and the District of Colum- 
via, are retaining their 1930 colors, 
but are reversing them as to back- 
ground and lettering. Thirtecn 
states retained the 1928 combina- 
tions last year. 


Missouri and Oregon are the 
only states that have not selected 
their 1931 colors. Oregon’s last 
legislature adopted a new plan, by 
which plates will be distributed in 
June of each year, the licenses ex- 
piring the following July 1.
